WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Senator 
Borah opened the debate on the bill 
for the comstruction of fifteen 
cruisers in the Senate today by pro 
posing an amendment asserting tha’ 
Congress favors a restatement and 


recodification of the rules of law gov-| 


erning the rights of neutrals in war 


time, this to be accomplished, if pos- 
sible, before the Conference on 
Limitation of Armaments in 1931. 


Senator Hale, chairman of the Naval

“First, that the Congress favors a

Every effort should be made, said 
Mr. Borah at the outset of his re- 
marks, to bring about understand- 
ings on further disarmament and the 
rights of neutrals, but if this proved 
impossible, the United States could 
then build what it deemed necessarv 
for the protection of its commerce, 
“and all the arguments in the world 
will not militate against that prime 
hecessity.’ 

He assured Senator Hale if 
the time limit were eliminated, ‘‘so 
as to give the President power to ne- 
gctiate during the coming year or 
two with reference to disarmament,’ 
he would cease discussion and vote 
‘for the bill.

The beam of the America’s big 
searchlight, revealing the lashing 
snow and sleet, had given cheer to 
the battered men of

The radio compass with which 


|Captain Fried located the Florida 
was the same type of instrument he 
used in going to the rescue of the|

}ment made it possible for the Amer-

| Invented in 1915 by Dr. F. A. Kol-

Panama early yesterday.

We do not have to make 
the American people law- 
abiding.

And the best way to keep

I do not believe that pro- 
hibition ever will be, or ever 
can be, enforced, and I DO 
believe that, if a violent ef-

The more we try to en- 
force it, the greater failure 
it becomes as a temperance 
measure, because the only 
thing we can absolutely pre- 
vent traffic in is bulky drink- 
ables like wines and beers; 
and these contain the least 
amount of alcohol, and are 
consequently the least harm- 
ful. 


It never has been possible 
and never will be possible to 
prevent traffic in compact 
and concentrated alcoholic 
drinks; and even if the traf- 
fic could be interfered with, 
every man could make these 
in his own cellar if he 
should want to. 


Furthermore, we must not 
make the mistake of think- 
ing that the country is 
divided into two classes— 
drys, who want to make the 
country bone-dry, and wets, 
who want to make the coun- 
try souse-wet. 


There is an enormous 
middle class, which probably 
is a majority class, who be- 
lieve in temperance and be- 
lieve in personal liberty, and 
realize that temperance can 
be secured without prohibi- 
tion, and never can be se- 
cured with prohibition. 


These people do not want 
to be ruled by the liquor in- 
terests, nor, on the other 
hand, by the bone-dry fa- 
natics. 


Sooner or later they are 
going to assert themselves, 
and, personally, I think it 
will be sooner. 


Prohibition has been re- 
pudiated by every country 
which has ever tried it, pri- 
marily because it did not ac- 
complish the thing it was 
supposed to accomplish, and, 
secondarily, because it be- 
came such an_ unpopular 
measure that no government 


monarchical governments. 


Therefore, I think that in 
offering a prize on how best 
to enforce prohibition, Mr. 
Durant is really offering a 
prize on how best to put the 
Republican party out of 
power. 


And I think Mr. Pinchot 
has actually won the prize, 
because his plan, being the 
most un-American and the 
most obnoxious, will make 
the Republican party more 
unpopular than any other 
plan which has been pro- 
posed. 


I did not mean to say in 
my previous telegram that 
education would get the 
Eighteenth Amendment 
obeyed. 


I meant to say that educa- 
tion would promote a desire 
for temperance; but any sin- 
cere and intelligent desire 
for temperance will un- 
doubtedly mean the repeal or 
material modification of the 
Eighteenth Amendment. 


I consider the Eighteenth 
Amendment not only the 
most flagrant violation of 
the basic American prin- 
ciple of personal liberty that 
has ever been imposed on 
the American public, but the 
most complete failure as a 
temperance measure that has 
ever been conceived and put 
into impractical operation. 


Therefore, I would like to 
offer, and hereby do offer, a 
prize of twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars for the best 
plan to repeal the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment and sub- 
stitute in place of prohibi- 
tion a more liberal and more 
American measure, which 
will secure for the public 
more genuine temperance, 
with less offensive interfer- 
ence with the fundamental 
rights and personal liberties 
of the citizen.

My Dear Mr. Durant: 

I received your telegram and 
enjoyed it. We are not so far 
apart as might seem at first 
glance. 

At least we are not far 
apart in some phases of the 
problem we are discussing. 
You are in favor of temper- 
ance; so am I. 

I do not know how long you 
have been interested in the 
temperance movement, and 
how and to what extent you 
have crusaded for temperance. 

Unless you might say the 
same thing about me, let me 
hurry to state that I have 
been a crusader in the tem- 
perance movement for some- 
thing over forty years, and I 
have printed an enormous 
number of editorials and car- 
toons attacking the saloon 
and the dispensation of hard 
liquors. 

That these editorials were 
at least considered effective 
propaganda may be indicated 
by the fact that many of the 
temperance organizations of 
the country asked leave to 
distribute them and did dis- 
tribute many of them widely. 

Therefore, I can assume, I 
think, that we are both equal- 
ly sincerely interested in the 
cause of temperance; and the 
only difference between us is 
a difference of opinion as to 
what is the best means of pro- 
moting that cause. 

You apparently believe that 
prohibition is an _ intelligent 
and practicable effort to pro- 
mote temperance. I do not 
believe that it is. 

Our objective being the same 
—temperance or even total 
abstinence-our difference is 
merely one of method. 


I admit that I never did 
believe that prohibition would 
be effective as a temperance 
measure, for the reason that 
from the first it seemed in- 
evitable, considering the char- 
acter of our people, that a 
campaign of force would not 
be as effective as a campaign 
of education. 

As I said in a previous tele- 
gram, paraphrasing a familiar 
quotation, you can lead the 
American people to water, but 
you cannot MAKE them 
drink it. 


Furthermore, my fight had‘ 


been chiefly against hard 


be easier for the law-defying 
element to deal illicitly in 
hard liquor than in the milder 
and bulkier form of alcoholic 
drinkables. 


This opinion seems to have 
been borne out by the facts; 
and I think it can be. truth- 
fully said today that any man 
who wants a drink can get one; 
and about the only difference 
between the present conditions 
and the conditions preceding 
prohibition is that a man who 
wants a mild drink is com- 
pelled to take a strong one; 
and a man who wants a good 
drink is compelled to take a 
bad one. 

It is true that saloons have 
been closed, but saloons were 
being closed before prohibi- 
tion was enacted, being closed 
through the education of the 
public, through a high rate of 
excise taxation, through local 
option and through direct leg- 
islation. 

Since prohibition, for every 
saloon that has been closed 
there is either a still or a 
speakeasy, or a bootlegger sup- 
plying the most vicious and in- 
jurious kind of liquor that it is 
possible to concoct or con- 
ceive of. 

You ask is anybody in favor 
of the bootlegger and the 
speakeasy? The obvious an- 
swer is— 

No, nobody is, except, pos- 
sibly, the bootlegger and the 
proprietor of the speakeasy. 


Some of the public are sin- 
cere enough and clear-thinking 


enough, however, to be opposed .

You ask if anyone is opposed 
to the Constitution and the 
law?

Because the most nearly 
universal Christmas presents 
displayed in the shops the 
department stores, the drug 
stores, and practically in every 
emporium, during this Christ- 
mas season of good will to 
mankind, were hip-flasks 
and cocktail shakers. 

I am opposed to prohibi- 
tion because it has created 
more and more skilful and 
more highly remunerated and 
more dangerous criminals; 

And because it has core 
rupted our forces of law en- 
forcement, and to a certain 
degree even our judges; 

And because it has made 
pretenders and falsifiers out 
of so many of our public offi- 
cials. 

I am opposed to prohibition 
because it has instituted in 
the Government un-American 
methods of spying and sneak- 
ing and snooping and key- 
hole- peeping. 

And because prohibition fa- 
natics, not content with that, 
are trying to have the Gov- 
ernment go farther and insti- 
tute a secret police system, 
and a system of repression and 
oppression almost equal to that 
which wrought the ruin of the 
Russian Government. 

What has become of our 
cherished American freedom 
of action, our boasted Amer- 
ican personal liberty? 

All that we held dear in our 
political system, as well as our 
individual independence, has 
been sacrificed to a fetish. 

Any sacrifice might be justi- 
fied to further a great cause; 
but prohibition has not fure 
thered the cause. 

It has hindered the cause. 

It has created intolerable 
criminal conditions and in- 
tolerable political conditions. 

And it has done nothing 
after ten years’ trial to ad- 
vance the cause of temper- 
ance, in which you and I are 
both sincerely and deeply in- 
terested. 

Therefore, I think the time 
has come to call for another 
plan, a better plan, a more 
practica’ plan, which WILL 
advance the cause of temper- 
ance, and will not merely pro- 
mote crime, discredit law, de- 
moralize the citizenship and 
prostitute the public service.

$5,000, 000 !s Paid Annually for 
Talent and $2,000,000 for Tele- 
phone Hook-Ups, He Says.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company is 
spending more than $5,000,000 an- 
gually for radio talent and paying 
the American Telephone: and Tele 
graph Company $2,000,000 a year for 
wires to connect the radio stations 
in its chain ‘hook-ups, M. H. Ayles- 
worth, president of the broadcasting 
company, stated in testimony before 


the House Merchant Marine Com- 
mittee today. 

In reply to questions put by com- 
mittee members, Mr. Aylesworth 


gaid his company lost $800,000 during 


the first year of its operation. 

More ther 150 applications from 
broadcasting stations for places in 
the National chain are in the hands 
of the company, Mr. Aylesworth told 
the committee. He described the 
growth of the organization from the 
time he was asked to bec ome its pres- 
ident by Owen D. Young. The chain 
4s serving fifty-eight stations, he 
gaid, which, except three, are inde- 

dently owned and operated. Of 

e three, WEAF of New York is 
owned by the National Broadcasting 
Company, while WRC of Washington 
and WJZ of New York are owned 
by the Radio Corporation of America 
but operated by the National Broad-/} 


casting Company. | 
Seventeen Newspapers in Chain. 


Of the fifty-eight stations which 
are members of the National chain, 
Mr. Ayleoworth said, seventeen are 
owned by newspapers. He declared 
that this company paid the Radio 
Corporation $1, 000,000 cash for sté 
tion WEAF, the same amount that 
company paid the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company. The 
telephone company, he said, has no 
interest in the National Broadcasting 
Company. 

He declared that the broadcasting 
company does not enter into con- 
tracts with broadcasting stations 
which are members of its chain and 


the members do not have to take 
any of the programs unless they 
wish to do so. The broadcasting 


company has ninety clients who are 
national advertisers, he said. 

The entertainment talent of the 
country is easily available in New 
York City, he said, and while he 
had hoped to broadcast programs 
frequently from Chicago, sufficient 
talent was not available there. 

Mr. Aylesworth testified that dur- 
ing the 1928 campaign each of the 
Major political parties paid the Na- 








tional Broadcasting Company about

pense of the National company 
discuss major legislative problems be- 
fore the people. 

Mr. Aylesworth made no recom- 
Mendation with respect to extending 
the life of the Radio Commission. 
He said that the National Broadcast- 
ing Company would be able to get 
along whether or not the commis- 
sion continues to serve as an admin- 
istrative body. 

Arthur Goux, representing the Peo- 
Ple’s Pulpit Association, appeared be- 
fore the committee and read a state- 
ment from Judge J. F. Rutherford, 
president of the association, alleging 
that the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany had ‘‘discriminated’’ against 
the association in refusing to allow 
ittogo on the air.

Several clarifying points in old 
rules have been made and one new 
penalty added to the regulations of 
polo by the rules committee of the 
| United States Polo Association, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
last night. Of the changes, the ad- 
dition of the new penalty, to be 
known as penalty No. 3, is the most 
important. 

This new penalty reads as follows: 
“Penalty No. 3. <A free hit at the

fouled being free to place themselves 
anywhere they choose.”’ 

All other penalties after penalty 
No. 2 in the old regulations move 
ack a number and the new penalty 
simply goes into that position.

Y. M. C. A. NEEDS FUNDS. 


Canvass to Be Made for Subscrip- 
tions to Balance Budget. 

To the Editor of The New York Times? 
I desire to ask the interest and 
the annual canvass of the New York 
City Y. M. C. A. for the subscrip- 
tions required to balance the 1929 
budget of the association. During 
the past two years the association 


|has made no request for subscrip-| 


tions for current expenses, as provi- 
sion was made for this purpose in 


|the building campaign conducted in 


May, 1927. As stated at that time, 
however, it is now necessary for us 
to make a canvass for the subscrip- 
tions required to balance the budget 
for this year. 

The total budget calls for expendi- 
tures amounting to $2,490,303. This 
includes $106,500 representing the 
New York association’s share of the 
annual budgets of the home and for- 
eign work of the Y. M. C. A. Na- 
tional Council, State committee and 
training agencies. Of the amount 
required for work in New York City, 
88.3 per cent is paid by members or 
is received as income from opera- 
tion, endowment and other sources. 
The balance of $393,948 must be 
raised in subscriptions. 

Sometimes officials of the associa-. 
tion are asked why the Y. M. C. A. 
is not entirely self-supporting. Sev- 
eral convincing answers may be 
made. For example, the association | 
is doing a work for boys in eight dif- | 
ferent branches, which in 1929 will | 
cost $94,304 more than the fees paid | 
by these boys, most of whom are | 
working or are unable to pay the full | 
cost of the privileges they receive. | 
The distinctively religious work of | 
the association, from which there is | 
no income, will cost $78,014. The} 
employment work conducted by six| 
branches will cost $13,662, exclusive | 
of fees paid by those for whom posi-| 
tions are obtained. Furthermore,

It is to make possible such work as 
this. at thirty-six different points for | 
thousands of young men and boys 
that the association will seek during 
the ten days commencing Jan. 28 for | 
the subscriptions to balance its bud-| 
get for 1929.

The State Reforestation Commis- 
sion, meeting yesterday at luncheon 
at the Commodore, decided on the 
general form of two bills to be pre; 
sented to the Legislature. The bills 
are in anticipation of the eventual 
acquisition of 2,550,000 acres of land 
at a cost of $50,000,000 to $100,000,000 
in the next decade, in an extensive 
reforestation program. 

One bill will provide for State de- 
velopment of areas of more than 500 
acres each and the other will be con- 
cerned with the development of areas 
of less than 500 acres each by the 
counties, with probable financial aid 
from the State. The discussion was 
concerned with settling on the prin- 
ciples to be embodied in the bills. 

The commission deferred discussion 
of the financing of the plan over a 
term of years. Another question to 
be taken up at another time is the 
matter of timbering upon the refor- 
ested lands. Both questions are com- 
plex, and the commission is asking 
the legislature for more time to study 
them and to suggest any constit® 
tional changes necessary to bring tle 
program to fruition. 

The commission has made a survey 
of the State to discover the areas of - 
non-productive agricultural land 
which might be purchased at low 
cost and be available for reforesta« 
tion. Every agricultural county in 
the State has been visited by sub 
committees of the commission and 
meetings have been held with the 


boards of supervisors, assessors and © 
town officers. Early in its consulta-

When the hammer fell on the last | 
lot at the Jerome’ Kern book sale | 
last night at the Anderson Galleries, 
$1,729,462.50 had been bid during ten 
sessions for 1,482 rare books, manu- 
scripts and other !iterary items. 

While the grand total fell short of 
that reached at the Robert Hoe sale | 
at the same galleries in 1911-12, the| 
greatest book sale ever held in this 
country, the average price per | 
volume at the Kern sale far exceeded | 
that at the Hoe auction. The grand); 
total at the Hoe sale was $1,932,- 
056.60. The Hoe library, however, 
contained 14,588 lots, which were 
sold at seventy-cight sessions. The 
Kern library contained 1,488 lots, | 
which were disposed of at ten ses- | 
sions. 

The average price per lot at the 
Kern sal- was thus $1,167 per lot, 
while the average per lot at the Hoe 


sale was $132.51 per lot. The aver-| 
age yield per session at the Kern 
sale was $172,946.25, a@gainst an 


average of $24,358 per session at the 
Hoe sale. The Henry and Alfred H. 
Huth Libsvary, sold at Sotheby's in 
London from 1911-1920, realized about 
$1,345,145.46, for 8,357 lots, an aver- 
age of about $160.96 per lot. 

The concluding session of the auc- 
tion was made up largely of Thack- 
eray items. The highest price of the 
evening was $8,500 paid by Alwin J. 
Scheuer for the autograph manu- 
scripts of Thackeray's lectures on 
George I, George II and George IV. 
Parts of each of these manuscripts 
are in the autograph of the novelist 


and parts in the handwriting of 
cthers. 
A first edition of ‘Vanity Fair’’ 


which Thackeray presented to Char- 
lotte Bronte after she had dedicated 
‘Jane Eyre’’ to him, went to Gabriel 
Wells for $3,600. It was understood 
last night that Mr. Wells originally 
sold this same volume to Mr. Kern | 
for $1,850. A copy of Thackeray's | 
‘‘Fouque,”’’ with original drawings in 
color done by the novelist for Ed- 
ward Fitzgerald, was obtained by 
Mr. Scheuer for $3,100. The volume | 
is understood to have cost Mr. Kern | 
$800. 

The same buyer obtained for $3,400 
a first edition of Whitman's ‘‘Leaves 
of Grass,’’ catelogued as in perfect | 
original condition. Eight original 
drawings by Thackeray for ‘‘The 
Book of Snobs'’ went to the same 
buyer for $2,800. Mr. Scheuer also 
obtained for $4,100 a presentation 
copy of Thackeray’s ‘‘Rebecca and 
Rowena," with the inscription in- 
corporated in a drawing. For this 
volume it is thought Mr. Kern paid 
$875. A complete set of Thackeray's | 
Christmas Books in original pink | 
boards was obtained by Mr. Scheuer 
for $1,950. An autograph presenta- 
tion copy of the first edition of 
Wadsworth’'s ‘‘Ode to the Memory of 
Charles Lamb’’ went to the Rosen- 
bach Company for $2,500.
